Htnl0ter Conger at Peking also has 
been heard flTOM. His mcs.snge to the 
Btate department said there w'a« no im- 
provement In the situation and aslced 
tor In»tru9(j9]i% \f, W4S not dsemed 
proper by the offlctala to indicate upon 
JUBt what point Mr. Conger nrcdrf iid- 
Tlce, but there is an intimation that he 
wished to know to what extent be Is to 
oo'opecate vltb, flie diplomatic repre 
sentatlvea Of the European powers at 
Peking. Secretary Hay took the mea 
sag^ to the cabinet meeting where the 
aaMf will be framed. 

The state department is steadfastly 
pursuing the line of policy laid down 
at the beginning of this 'Boxer" trcii 
ble, of avoiding any interference with 
CkloM* bitemal - tfltatrt beyond ineh 
measures as may.be absolutely neces- 
saryfor the protection of life and prop- 
erty. EJspeclally is it determined to 
avoid commitment to the policies of 
uy of the Burop«a& powers which 
might involve the Unied Stntps in 
trouble. Therefore notwlthstaiuiing 
the ominous news conveyed ip Adtniral 
Kempft's cablegram, it seems entirely 
prvbable that Minister Conger will be 
directed to stick to the same line of 
policy which he has pursued up to date. 

Thus at Taku, Admiral Kcmptt is 
acting la a aimtlar manner to the com- 
maadlag olBoeni of the foreign navy 
there assembled, although his orders 
are subject to the approval of no one. 

At Tien Tsln, 40 miles up the river, 
Which the admiral expectes to be at- 
tadnd aay bour, the fovetgn naTal 
commands are acting together. It Is 
eaid that in cane of an emergency in- 
volving Jeopardy to the lives of for- 
eigners, the United States forces at 
Tien Tsln might even be directed in 
their general movement by the senior 
naval olHcer ashore, even though that 
officer should happen to be a German, 
a Russian, a Frenchman or an English- 
man. This temponury subordination 
of authority must be brouglit about 
and in fact would exist solely through 
a military exigency. i 
Attack fm Tien Tsl^ 

If Tien Tsin is to be attacked by a 
vast horde of "Boxers" It is entirely 
conceivable, according to military 
practice that a successful defense of 
the the foreign lives and property lu 
the city can be maintained only 
through the assumption of the com- 
mand of the foreign naval forces by 
ooe competMit officer; too many eap- 
tains may mean defeat. 

In view of this possibility, the as- 
sumption of the command of the 
American forc^ ashore by Captain 
lloOiUa m«y bb ■igBlilcgnt* It is an 
unusual course for a oaptain of a ship 
himself to take command of a landing 
party as has l)ecii doiie by Capt.iiii Mc- 
Calla. Uls rank would correspond 
With that of a colonel of nuurinM, and 
it may be that bo would himself be the 
senior officer at Tien Tsln and thus be 
obliged to assume command of the de- 
fense and direct the operations of the 
Boropoan naval partlaa hmdod thort. 

Tho naval officef* l|«ro are eoBiB^ent 
that Tiien Tsln propAlr Is io| li par- 
ticular danger. The gunbdH 94l*°(^ 
will soon have the town under arms, 
and tbtre aro beUovod to bo tbroo for^ 
eign wanhlpg In pooltlon to «0K>p«^ 
ate. 

Almost the only subject before the 
e^lpet meeting was the sitiMtion in 
OMna.

A cabled Inquiry of our 
own to Peking has l^rought no reply. 
I therefore venture to ask you to in- 
(^uire by cable, through rnlte<l States 
Minister Conger, whether the Amor* 
lean mlaaionarieo aro safO."

Chicago. June 8.— Keen Uterest is 
taken by officials at national head- 
quarters In the report of state «Tv.ven- 
tions. Up to date 24 states have held 
conventions. Of these 22 representing 
486 delegates, have inatructed for Bry- 
an. Ifarirland and .Now Joraey are un- 
pledged, the former having 16 and tke 
latter 20 delegates. Bryan now lacks 
only 30 Instructed votes of having a 
majority of the convention delegates. 
The nomine^ noat receive twothlrds 
of the entire vote. Bryan, therefore 
lacks 184 voteo of a nomination on the 
above basis.

VaneoMver. 11. C, June 8. — A copy of 
the Manilla Times received by the Id- 
lomik Mam tolls^aa Important dlscov- 
ory of insurgent documents and otn^^i 
articles which have been hidden by the 
Filipinos. It says on May 29 General 
Funston was making a personal rc- 
connaissaneo with 18 troopers in the 
direction of Bongabon and Contaba- 
gan, up the Rio Grande de Pampanga, 
when he discovered a perpendicular 
ladder leading up a cliff crowned with 
a dense forest. Beside the ladder hung 
a rope which, when pulled, rang an 
alarm bell in the woods back of thu 
precipice. The general and his men 
ascended the ladder and found 30 or 40 
large wooden cases crammed full of 
state documents, comprising most of 
the arehlvoo of the. Filipino govern- 
ment. 

The documents were the principal 
prize. After as good an Inspection as 
circumstances permitted. General 
Funston set aside several tons of use- 
less rubbish and burned it on the spot, 
saving the state papers. 

These . comprise all the correspond- 
ence of Aguinaldo and his chief of- 
ficials from the time of their earlies 
dealings with Dewey down to the hur- 
ried migration from Malolos (archives 
subsequent to that date, were, it will 
be remembered taken at Tarlac in the 
middle of last year.) 

There are letters to and from Wild- 
man and Dewey besides several busi- 
ness flrma in Manilla. Aguinaldo's 
own letter book, giving press copies of 
everything he wrote, is also here. It 
is rumored that the correspondence 
shows a Arm In Manilla to have had 
relations with tho Insurtanti ^Uhorto 
unsuspected. 

The whole cache was ingeniously 
hidden among the trees in the ravine 
and roofed over heavily with nipa to 
an unusual thickness. The structure 
made quite a big warehouse, with not 
an Inch of space vacant. It was found 
later that there were other approaches 
to the cache Just like the one described 
with alarm bells everywhere. 

OEM EEAL OTia 

Chicago, June 8. — Major General E. 
S. Otis of the United States army ar 
rived from San Francisco and Manilla 
and left at 10:30 for Washington. Mrs. 
Otis and her daughter arrived In Chi- 
cago and the general and his wife and 
daughter spent the hours between 
trains togethei^-tbe ending of a separ- 
ation of two years. General declined 
to enter Into a detailed Interview say 
ing it would not be conai-^tent with hi.-; 
position as an officer to enter into any 
extended diaoourso regarding tho sit- 
uation in the Phillpplnoa before roacb- 
Ing Washington. 

"1 left llie Philippine situation in the 
best of bands," be said, "^he officers 
are all able men and well (ualfled to 
cope with the different questions that 
may arise. The war is over. This 
guerilla warfare can t last long. To 
be sure, we will have to suppress those 
people for a number of years, but tbert 
is no organlMd force of Filipinos. Jhe 
depredations that are now going on 
are conducted by robbers and drones. 
The United States troops are now en- 
gaged in defending tho Inhabitants of 
the Philippines against the robbery 
and murder committed by their own 
people. 

"Wo bavo 55.000 efteoUve troop.i un- 
dtn> anno ta the Phlllppln«& Bati- 

mates regarding the number of Inhab- 
itants in tbe islands are all wild, but 
the number is considered to be be- 
tween aia and aeven million. The 
great majority of the people deolro 
peace and wish to a0da taho up their 
business pursuits. 

"I don't know where Aguinaldo is. 
I n^ver i|aw him peraOpaliy. It Is pos- 
sible but not probable that Aqulnaldo 
is in the Cagayan section of Northern 
Luton. It is a rough and mountainous 
ootintry and sparsely settled. At first 
ho waa rogardod by his people ao a 
loader, bnt ot lato lio to lading »reatlgo 
and is not held In such high regard. 

"I can not eoe that the administra- 
tion or our distinguished secretary of 
war has made any mlatahoa In this 
campaign. We may have made mla- 
takes over there, but if so they have 
been the result of human liability to 
ebmmlt error.'

yfUl Be Operated at Night hJ ft. 
Loals TraB*lt Compaay. 

St. Ix>uls, June 8. — Owing to the suc- 
eess which cars were run over the main 
branch of the Llndell division of the 
Transit company's system during the 
night Oenenil Manager Baumhoff has 
decided to open up three other lines 
at night. He says that cars will prob- 
ably be run over the Olive street, La- 
clede avenue and Park or Compton 
avenao dlvlatons. Police will guard 
the cars and deputy sheriffs will pa- 
trol the tliuroughlares through wliicli 
they pass. * 

It is one month ago since the 
strike began, and Mr. Baumhoff claims 
the Transit company will tiave all Its 
Ifties in operation in the day tini" ex- 
cept the southwestern. About half the 
usual number of cars are running. Mr. 
Baumhoff says it is too dangerous for 
passengers to ride ovor iho southwest- 
ern lino at present and for that rea.son 
it has not been reopened. 

A special train arrived from the east 
carrying 260 experienced motormen 
and conductors. It was stated that at 
least 15 had deserted along t'le road. 
This was denied by represencatlve? of 
the Transit company. 

Chief of Police Cimpbell said that 
he favored the ordering out of the state 
troops and preferred them to the posse 
as the troops arc disciplined and arm- 
ed and know how to use weapons. 

It is reported from Jefferson City 
that Adjutant GencrHl Bell had begun 
preparations for calling out the militia. 

The application of John J. McCann 
for a writ of mandamus commanding 
the St. Louis Transit company to oper- 
ate its cars accorfling to the require- 
ments of the various ordinances made 
for their regulation was denied by 
Judge Talty. The court's decision was 
based on an Irregularity in the plead- 
ings and the merlta of the case waa not 
considered. 

Annie Sweze, Annie Kla.sek and 
Mary Tritina. three girls who on May 
30, participated In the assault on Miss 
Henscl. and tore her clothes off be- 
cause she had taken a ride on one of 
the Transit company's cars were eacii 
sentenced to two years' imprisonment 
in the reform school by Judge Clark 
of criminal correction. A warrant has 
been issued for the arrest of Saloon- 
keeper Schumacher, who it is charged, 
refused Mian Uolael. refuge from the 
mob.

Dewey at Detroit. 
Detroit, June 8.— The flags and bunt- 
ings which decorated public and pri- 
vate buildings and many residences 

were spoiled by rain, which fell inter- 
mlttingly through the morning. Not- 
withstanding the inelement weather 
there was a great crowd at the Michi- 
gan Central station when the admiral's 
special train rolled in. The noise of 
the ( Iieeriiig mass of people was aug- 
mented tiy the booming giui.-A of the 
U. S. S. Michigan firing her admiral's 
salute. Screaming sirens of steamers 
and factories for miles around In- 
creased the din.

Plates ot Solar Kollpse. 
Waahlngton, Juno S.— A number of 

the photograph plates of the solar 
eclipse taken by the solentlsta of the 
United States naval observatory havo 
been developed with satisfactory re- 
aulta. Whether or not they will add 
anything to the stock of astronomical 
knowledge must await a careful study 
of each photograph and at present 
nothing can be learned on this point. 
Owing to tho provatltag high tompora- 
ture It has been found very difficult to 
develops the plates and It probiUily will 
be Weral days before ttaJa work la 
completed.

Baseres were klllM, toit gl^ no ao- 
count of the Chinese oamoHies. Thir- 
ty of General Nleh's troopa encounter- 
ed a body of Boxers three miles from 
•here on Taku road and klllod 21 of 
thoa. 



Olouster, O.. June 8. — By an explo- 
■lon of gas in mine No. S, a colliery 
near this city four men aro reported to 

have lost their lives. 

Two liiiiulr' d miners were imprison- 
ed. One hundred and ' seventy-five 
have been rescued. 

The following are reported deal; 
E^ran Joseph, Are boss; John McCle'- 
land, miner; Aron Swanson, miner; 
John Evans, miner. 

The following were removed uncon- 
scious, from the effects of afterdamp 
Lewis Jones, Jr., William Harris, Mor- 
gan I.ewi.-;. William Nash, William 
Cromble, John Walsh, George Rodgers, 
E\'nn Hamilton. Shortly after 7 a. m. 
when the mine was filling up with 
workers who had descended by means of 
the cage of No. 2 shaft, an*exploslon of 
gas occurred which broke the timbers 
of the mine in every direction. The 
air fans were disarranged and it was 
some time before any progress was 
made toward (ipt :iing the way for thO 
rescue of the imprisoned men. 

Fire Boss Joseph went through shaft 
No. 6 which connected with the one 
where the explosion occurred. He 
made his way through a connecting 
gangway and it is supposed vas over- 
come by the afterdamp which followed 
the explosion and was unable to aaako 
his way back to the fresh air. 

Rescue i);irtii -i were Immediately 
organised and followed the way taken 
by the fire boss. They found a party 
of eight men near the connecting gang- 
way and carried them to the fresh air, 
not a moment too soon for all were al- 
most suffocated by the fumea ot the 
deadly afterdamp. 

The work of rescue continued for 
several hours and by noon it was be- 
lieved that all the imprisoned men had 
been released but about 20. It waa 
found by the reecuera that the air cur- 
rents through the mine were much bet- 
ter than at first supposed and thl.s gave 
hope to the crowds of weeping women 
and children gathered about the mouth 
of the shaft, that all their relatives 
and friends would be brought to the 
surface in safety and little the worse 
(&r their terrible experlencOk 

It is practically certain, however, 
that many of the miners are dead, for 
the deadly gas as afterdamp, which 
follows all explosions in mine work- 
ings, had gathered in large quantities 
near the connection between shafts No. 
6 and 2, where the party of eight men 
were rescued. An opening was made 
In the mass of debris at the main shaft 
of No. 2 mine immediately after the 
eight men were rescued at the opposite 
end. At the bottom of the shaft hung 
the cage, a twistod nia.';s of iron. A 
temporary lift was put into place and 
it was quickly- manned and descended 
to the bottom, where over a hundred 
panic-stricken miners were found ly- 
ing flat on their fa ' ea in an effort to 
get the only pure air in that purt of 
the working. 

They were loaded onto the cage and 
carried to the surface, where tiMjf . 
were received with open arms l)y the 
memliers of the families who had gath* 
ered in great numbers when the report 
Of the explosion was heard. 

It Is supposed the explosion was 
caused by an electric spnrk from oC 
the ventilating fans touching off a 

pocket of gas that had (gthOBo^ dur- 
ing tho night
